Cook said, he 16ft a depot ot provi-

ktruotloas to go south aboard a thlp 
And return later. Thin he did, but 
tiilsaed the returning v**«el, owing to 
a alight Illnsss.

"Commander Peary found my sup- 


ply depot at Annatotc," Dr. Cook con 
Unued, "and the Eskimos In charge 
told htm. that I wad dead, which they 
fully battered to be true at the llmo.

the depot, Boatswain Murphy and an< 
other. 
Harry Whitney, the New 


Havon hunter, al«o remained there. 


"When I returned from lh« pels tin

to possession ot the facts concornlng 
my Journey to the pole on the coudl 
tion that he would not Inform Com- 
mander Peary or his men of them.
